A Nation-Wide Demand. 


Through all the comment that has been made the 
country over, on the latest New Haven wreck, there 
runs a persistent cemand for the replacement of 
wooden cars with cars of steel. On this point, the 
public mind is evidently very clear and very deter- 
mined, If those great railway systems, which still 
cling to obsolete equipment will not voluntarily avail 
themselves of modern safeguards in behalf of their 
own as well as their patrons’ interests, they should 
be compelled to do so by law. 

It seems commonly agreed that this rear-end colli- 
sion on the New Haven would not have been a tithe 
so terrible in its sacrifice of life, had the coaches 
been of steel instead of wood. The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger calls attention to the fact that in a 
recent Pennsylvania wreck, exactly similar to that 
in the New Haven line, more than one hundred and 
fifty passengers were only slightly injured and not 
one suffered a broken bone. The difference lay in 
the circumstance that the cars involved in the Penn- 
sylvania accident vere made of steel nd were, there- 
fore, proof against the tremendous shock. The wood- 
en cars, on the eontrary, were merely so much paste- 
board under the engine which cleaved them. 

These two cases of onetrain at high speed

Steel cars cost the railroads an immense 
sum of money but they protect human life.” 

It is doubtful if in the long run, the cost of steel 
ears would be greater.

always be well washed before given them. In th 
winter a slice of apple is appreciated. When f 
seeds only, especially an excess of the richer seeds) 
such as hemp, they are likely to fail in health, Oc- 
casionally, in the winter, a little bread soaked in milk 
and then presseed dry may be given; this is consid 
ered good for a bird whose yoice is lost after molting. 
It is necessary that a canary should never be fright- 
ened by loud noises, rough handling or sudden jar- 
ring of the cage; they are senStiive, affectionate little 
creatures, and a shock of any kind may cause illness 
or even death—Rural New Yorker.
